0 The ol)jeet of the pre.seiit invention is to imjirove that cla-^.s of device for 
wasliinn- putpose.vi in whicii a liollou' ]ilun«:ei- is niiiuipidatiHl to piodnce \v;ilrv 
.Miro-rnj^., ;,j»d in particidar that form of pUino-or whi.-h u valvod and embodies a 
eonliiiner for deter^rent.-r. AVith tliese ends in view, the inventioji lonsists in 
the provision, at tiio nioutk of a i)luno'er, of a mart;inal rogiun adapted to 
10 receive, and havinn- applietl thereto, material such as rubber, felt, cord, canvass, 
a brush or the like which will encounter tlu: clothes as a plunge is bein^'- nmde 
and so ]>revejit them bein^Li* injured by too violent a contact with the metal portion 
of the plunjLiei- and the wash tul) : and, fuither. in a construction and coml)ination 
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of parts whicli will bp (iescribed with tbe aid of the ac<ompanvinij: drawin^-s. In 
the said drawings, l^ig. 1 illustrates, inainly in section, a 'phuiger i'oi^ direct 
lunul operation, Imow. 'J and U being riew^s of detail modifications. As shown in 
i'Jg. 1, 1 is a main con ical member sncli as is nnn mnnly emiiloved, to the peripherv 
of winch i.ii fitte(l a ring of suitable soft materiiil such as referred to, tiie said 
nun- being in this instance retained snugly agninst a grooved annulai- rim :j bv 
20 an inner metal ring 4 which may be secured either by means such as rivets, bv 
soldering, or in a more easily removable manner if preferred. -3 is an ann'ubtr 
soap container which is removably held in a cylindrical casing (] bv means such 
as a lianged and perforated cover 7 having' a Hared exteir^ion "S. The <aid 
coyer may be frictionally held in jdace (u- be I'onne^-ted to t'he casing bv a bayoiiet 
.joint, by screwing or efiuivalently. The casing (i Jias a wall [) ma'^kiiin- a iinuid- 
. tight joijit with the nmin conical nuMuber 1. and with a central hibnhir member 10 
adapted to be <'h)sed at the lower end bv a valve, su(di as n disc II of leather 
rubber or the like <-nnnectcd through a sit'm 12 to a handle V\. The member II) 
IS shown as attached to a tube M perforated at lo and serviu- as a ^uide for 
30 a ferrule Hi to whn-h the handle U i.> >ecuretl. The wall of the coniail reo-icu 
between the easing wall 0 and tlie lube I t is perforated, as at IT, and pert^jra- 
tiOMs ItS are also provnhMl in the crntrai hibuhir member 10 in this region 
I!) hnng a ronical -nard \n minimi/(» spla>li. '( lu> rim '20 ,,f the -uartrnmv 
conveitieniiy be pi-riorated, as at 'J 1 . t,» U'ssi^n wahu- rcsistanre. 'J'J a'Te nerfor-i-

The MrriM.gcmeni is such that wiiilst a plunge is being made the valve II is 
forced open, water b-ing thus free lo lise within ilie main member 1 the flared 
devue 8 an.l the guard !U, the course of ihc water streams in the 'latter case 
i)eing indicated hy ihe full line arrows. A rertaii. amount of water t^nds "its 
40 way into the soap container by the holes '22 as well as bv the outer perloratif-ns 
m the cover such water being mainly drawn out of the eontaiuer bv the latter 
periorations due to the vacuum that i:- produced in the main conical member 1
